For seven hundred years the relation 
between England and Ireland has been of 
recurrent moment, the greatest anxiety, 


difficulty, and source of weakness which 


this country has had to face. 

It perplexed the sagacity of Queen 
Elizabeth ; it defeated the genius of Crom- 
well; Pitt failed; and nearly. every. great 
statesman in English history has applied 
his mind to.it and has not yet succeeded 
in finding a remedy. | 

And we know the result in every British 
Poalony and in the great United States of 
‘America. It was that, through all these 
years, you have had a body of powerful 


and organised opmion always hostile to 


Great Britain, always embracing the cause 
of Great Britain’s enemies, always seeing 
Jn England’s weakness their opportunity. 


The First Step.

. NIGHT: 
ARMED MEN PURSUED 
BY OFFICER. 
ONE SHOT DEAD: TWO 
ESCAPE, 


Lissonfield House, Rathmines road, 
Dublin, the residence of General Mulcahy, 
Commander-in-Chief of the National Army, 
‘was attacked by armed men at about 8.30 
last night, and in the resulting exchange 
of fire a civilian was shot dead. 

The house stands in a garden some 
distance back from the road at the corner 
of Blackberry lane and is separated from 
an entrance to Portobello Barracks only 
by St. Mary’s College. Directly facing 
the building is the Roman Catholic chapel. 

The attackers took up their positions just 
outside the front entrance to the chapel as the 
Novena Devotions were drawing to a close, and 

fire on the’ house with revolvers. — 

It is said that a bomb, which failed to 
explode, was thrown into the grounds of Lisson- 
field House, but there is no confirmation of 


this. 
A ‘military guard in the gate lodge instantly 
returned the fire of the attackers. 


Worshippers coming out fróm the Devotions 
found themselves confronted by a miniature 
battle, and fled affrightedly back into the 
chapel. People in the street rushed for the 
nearest shelter. 

The fire of the guard proved too hot for 
their assailants, and the latter hegan to give 
way, some retreating up the lane at the side 
of the chapel.

THE CALIPH’S THRONE. 
GRAVE ISSUES AT STAKE. 

The Times refers in an editorial article to a 
message from its Constantinople Correspondent, 
giving an.account of an animated debate in the 
Grand National Assembly of Angora, during 
which the status of the Sultan and his Govern- 
ment were discussed, and the claim of the 
Constantinople Government to be represented 
at the Peace Conference was rejected. A sharp 
conflict also arose on a proposal to separate the 
Sultanate from the Caliphate.

During the period of occupation 
the administration of Constantinople has been 
carried on by the Sultan’s Government under 
the protection of the Allies.

-manded the keys of Mr. Harding, but he re- 
fused to give them up. 

“He and the two clerks were then ordered inio 
the safe, and locked up there. 

In, the ‘méantiine ‘tiie Supposed women co! 
lected all-the: available cash, which is estimated 
at £1,600, and left the premises. 

It-has now been ascertained that the raiders 
went first to the Provincial Bank, which was 
not opened so early, and when they could no! 
get in there left for the Nationa] Bank. 

Miss M‘Carthy and Mr. Jack Culligan. two 
clerks of the bank, wheh they returned found 
no one before them. After a time they heard 
the feeble voice of: Mr. Harding calling help. 
He and the two clerks were found locked up in 
the safe. and in a bad way. 

Several people arrived on the scene, ang al! 
hopes were given up of releasing the three men 
who were suffering from want of air. 

A motor car was despatched to Miltown, 18 
miles away to get a duplicate key in order to 
release the men, but they would not have lived 
until the car returned. 

FITTERS TO THE RESCUE. 

Fitters from the Messrs. Glynn and Sons were 
quickly on the scene, with their employers, and 
started to break away some of the stone. work. 
After a time they succeeded in allowing air in 
to keep the prisoners alive. Bellows were used 
to pump in air, and feeding tubes were pro- 
cured. 

Only for the plucky action of Mr. Harding 
who was in charge of the bank (the manager 
being away). instead of £1,600 being gone, a 
sum of £30,000 would have been taken. 

Great excitement prevailed in the town. 

Inspector Cronin, of the Civic Guard, was 
quickly on the scene, together with the mili 
tary, who are making inquiries into the case. 

The raiders walked through the town into the 
bank premises, which are situated quite close 
to the police barracks and the military station 

Three patrols of the Civic Guard were on dniy 
in the town at the time. 

Owing to the wires being cut until vesterday 
(Thursday) eommunication with outside places 
was jmpossible.

PROMISES OF SUPPORT.

LABOUR CONFERENCE'S. NEW 
PROPOSAL. 


Telegraphing on Wednesday from Geneva, tha 

Press Association’s Special Correspondent says 
The International Labour Conference today 
held two sessions, expediting the rémaining bus!- 
ness. 
At this morning’s sitting the debate on tha 
report of the Committee on Unemployment was 
resumed and concluded after considerable dise 
cussion. 

As the result of an amendment proposed by 
Mr. Warington Smyth, South Africa, one of 
the principal clauses of the resolution submitted 
for the approval of the Conference runs as. 
follows :— 

“The Conference resolves, with a view io 
combating the unemployment crisis, that t? 
International Labour Office shall make, in col- 
laboration with the Economie and Financial 
Section of the League of Nations, a specia! 
study of’ the problem of unemployment crises, 
of their recurrence, and of fluctuations in 
economic activity; to collate and compare, m 
particular, the results of investigations im 
various countries, and to make known the 
measures adopted, with a view to sustaining 
economic activity and thus stabilising the 
labour market.” 


A BELGIAN SUGGESTION. 


The wording of this resolution gave rise to 
much discussion. Generally the Smyth amend 
ment was supported by other Government dele- 
gates, ineluding Mr. Wolfe, Great Britain, who 
appealed to the (Conference to adopt Mr. 
Smyth's wording, while M. Mertens, workers’ 
delegate, Belgium, moved its rejection, and 
urged that measures should be devised to pre 
vént unemployment in future and _ restore 
economic activity throughout the world by tak- 
ing up the questions of reparations and ex- 
change. 

This reflected the attitude of all the workers’ 
delegates. 

The resolution, as given above, was carried 
by 53 votes to 15, the result being greeted with 
applause. 

The report of the Committee on credentials 
of delegates was also ,passed, though several 
delegates complained of the delay in presenting 


the report. a 
At the afternoon’ session the Conference 
adopted a modified resdlution by Mr. Joshi 


(workers’ delegate, India) in favour of request- 
ing the Labour Office to undertake an mquiry 
into the conditions of the working classes in 
Far-Eastern countries, in co-operation with the 
Governments concerned. 

This gave rise to a prolonged debate, in 
which Sir L. J. Kershaw, Sir A. D. Pickford, 
and the Chinese Government delegate partict- 
pated, all emphasising the fact, that the 
proposed inquiry should be undertaken in 
consultation with the Governments concerned. 

The Conference further approved a recom- 
mendation — to btatistics. an emigration 
and immigration already reported. | 

The Conference will be resumed to-morrow.

A FURNISHED HOUSE. 


CURIOUS LEGAL POINT. 
Can a landlord by leaving linoleum in rooms 
let to a tenant claim that the premises are 
furnished and, therefore, outside the operation of 
the Rent Restriction Act? :
